. ship or transport in any manner what- 
soever, or deliver any liquors except- 
ing ‘those. for medicinal, sacramental, 
chemical or scientific purposes, to any 
person in any township, municipality 
or county where by. law, either local or | 
* state wide in‘its operation, the manu- 
‘facture and sale of such liquors for 
beverage purposes is prohibited, or for 
any person residing i in such prchibited 
territory to. receive any such liqucrs 
without placing upon, the outside of the 
- package complete information. - 
The name and address of the: con- 
signor; kind and qnantity_of diquer con- 
__ tained, _and the statement that’ such 
liquors ; are for family use, must appear. 
If any- false statement is made regard- 
ing the. shipment of the package, the 
consignee or the consignor will be 
‘deemed guilty of.violating the act. 
Express, ‘railroad . and other | trans- 
portation “companies are. obliged to 
. keep record of all. liquor shipments. 
This part of the law makes it possible 
where any person is suspected of run- 
“ming a.blind tiger, to ascertain .at .the 
freight and express offices, how much 
liquor is being ‘shipped to that person. 
The record required: of the transporta- 
tion companies is ‘open to the public in- 
spection and is prima facie, evidence 
of the facts. The law also prevents the 
delivery of liquor or express and 
; freight agents to minors. The person

: .ed. by the law to sign his true name in 
_allcases, The word “person” used 
through the act includes any individual
